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BRITAIN DECLARES WAR 


Prime Minister Chamberlain Tells Houseof Hitler's Refusal 


LONDON, Sept. 3. — (CP) — Prime 
Minister Chamberlain today proclaimed 
Great Britain is at war with Germany after 
expiration of a British ultimatum to Ger¬ 
many to withdraw her troops from Poland. 

The deadline expired at 11 a.m. British 
summer time (6 a.m. E.D.T.). 

“You can imagine what a bitter blow it 
is to me,” the Prime Minister told the nation 
in a radio broadcast. 

“The actions of this man (Hitler) show 
convincingly that he will never do otherwise 
than use force in the attainment of his will. 

“Consequently we are at war with Ger¬ 
many,” he said. 

“I am certain right will prevail.” 

Immediately after the Prime Minister’s 
brief announcement, the Government broad¬ 
cast a series of instructions to all citizens. 

Hand rattles, it said, would provide 
poison gas warnings. 

All day schools in the evacuation areas 


in England, Scotland and Wales are to be 
closed, it said. 

The public was warned to keep off the 
streets as much as possible. 

“To expose yourself unnecessarily adds 
to your danger,” the announcement warned. 

All places of entertainment are to be 
closed until further notice. 

“They are being closed because if they 
are hit by a bomb, large numbers would be 
killed or injured.’” 

The Prime Minister, speaking from 10 
Downing Street, said he could not believe 
there was “anything more or anything dif¬ 
ferent” that he could have done. 

Up to the last, he said, it would have 
been “quite possible to have arranged a 
peaceful and honorable settlement with Ger¬ 
many.” 

But, he added: “Herr Hitler would not 
have it.” 

Britain had demanded that German 
troops be withdrawn from Poland by 11 


a.m., British summer time, (6 a.m. E.D.T.) 
and Mr. Chamberlain said Germany had 
made “no such undertaking” as Great Brit¬ 
ain had demanded. 

France had said she would follow auto¬ 
matically Britain’s action. 

Mr. Chamberlain ended with the prayer: 

“May God bless you all and may we de¬ 
fend the right.” 

“We have done all that any country 
could do to establish peace,” he said, “but a 
situation in which no word given by Ger¬ 
many’s ruler could be trusted and no people 
or country could endure has become intoler¬ 
able, and now that we have resolved to fin¬ 
ish it, I know that you will all play your part 
with calmness and courage. 

“At such a moment as this, the assur¬ 
ances of support which we have received 
from the Empire are a source of profound 
encouragement to us. 

“When I finish speaking, certain de¬ 
tailed announcements will be made on be¬ 
half of the Government. 


“Please give your close attention. 

“The Government have made plans un¬ 
der which it will be possible to carry on the 
work of the nation in the days of stress and 
strain that may be ahead. 

“These plans need your help. 

“You may be taking your part in the 
fighting services or as a volunteer in one of 
the branches of civil defense; if so, you will 
report for duty in accordance with the in¬ 
structions you receive. 

“You may be engaged in work essential 
to the prosecution of war, or the mainten¬ 
ance of the life of the people, in factories, in 
transport, in public utility concerns or in the 
supply of other necessities of life; if so, it is 
of vital importance that you should carry 
on with your jobs. 

“Now may God bless you all and may 
we defend the right, for it is evil things that 
we shall be fighting against — force, bad 
faith, injustice, oppression and persecution, 

“Against them, I am certain, the right 
will prevail.”

German Army Pushes On Against Polish Defense Lines 


HITLER FLATLY REJECTS 
BRITAIN’S DEMAND TO 
RETREAT FROM POLAND 

Sir Nevile Henderson Handed In Com¬ 
munique Warning Germany War Would 
Follow If Germany Failed to Give Assur¬ 
ances Troops Would Be Ordered Out of 
Poland By 5 a.m., E.S.T. 


BERLIN, Sept. 3.—(CP-Havas)—The German 
radio announced today that the German Govern¬ 
ment had rejected the British and French ultima¬ 
tums and would not cease hostilities in Poland, as 
demanded. 

Adolf Hitler announced he was leaving Berlin 
for the front today. 

LONDON, Sept. 3.—(CP)—The British Broadcasting 
Corporation announced today that Britain had given Ger¬ 
many until 10 a.m., Greenwich Mean Time, (6 a.m., E.D.T.) 
to answer satisfactorily Britain’s final warning. 

It broadcast a communique from 10 Downing Street 
saying that Sir Nevile Henderson, British Ambassador in 
Berlin, had told the German Government that if assur¬ 
ances were not received by then a “state of war” would 
exist between Great Britain and Germany. 

The announcement said Sir Nevile informed the Ger¬ 
man Government at 8 a.m. (4 a.m., E.D.T.) 

The answer demanded by Britain was to Prime Min¬ 
ister Chamberlain’s “final warning” of Sept. 1. That Ger¬ 
many cease her agression against Poland and call off her 
troops from Polish soil.

CHAMBERLAIN CHARGES 
HITLER MADE UP MIND TO 
MAKE A TTA CK ON POLAND 


Der Fuehrer Did Not Even Show His Pro¬ 
posals to Polish Government—Declares of 
Britain and France “We Have a Clear 
Conscience” — Poles Bravely Resisting 
Wicked and Unprovoked Attack 

LONDON, Sept. 3.—(CP)—Prime Minister 
Chamberlain today announced “this country is at 
war with Germany” after a British ultimatum to 
the Reich had expired. 

Speaking over the radio, Mr. Chamberlain 
declared; 

“I have to tell you now that this country is at 
war with Germany.” 

“He had evidently made up his mind to attack 
Poland no matter what happened,” Mr. Chamber- 
lain said of Hitler. 

He said the German Fuehrer evidently had 
not even showed his proposals to the Polish Gov¬ 
ernment, and that Britain’s ultimatum had passed 
without reply, so a state of war existed. 

He said the people of Poland “were so bravely 
resisting this wicked and unprovoked attack.” 

France, the Prime Minister said, was joining 
Britain in fulfilling her pledges from Poland’s 
independence, and “we have a clear conscience,” 

The deadline expired at 11 a.m. British sum¬ 
mer time (6 a.m. E.D.T.).

FRENCH PUBLIC TAKEN 
BY SURPRISE OVER SPEED 
FINALE 0^ THE CRISIS 

French Ambassador Was Waiting In Ber¬ 
lin For Reply to Demand For Answer to 
Ultimatum to Withdraw Troops From Po¬ 
land—Only a Few Parisians Heard Cham¬ 
berlain’s Statement of War Declaration 


PARIS, Sept. 3.—(AP)—France gave Ger¬ 
many until 5 p.m. French summer time (1 p.m. 
E.D.T.) today to reply to her ultimatum demand¬ 
ing that German troops leave Poland or find herself 
at war with France. 

PARIS, Sept. 3.—(AP)—Prime Minister Chamber¬ 
lain’s proclamation that Great Britain ’was at war with 
Germany left no doubt that France must follow suit. 

The announcement that French Ambassador Robert 
Coulondre would call on the German Foreign Minister, 
Joachim von Ribbentrop, in Berlin at noon (7 a.m, E.D.T.) 
to demand a reply to France’s ultimatum to Germany was 
considered merely a formality. 

Officials said Coulondre had asked for the appointment 
in advance and would “deliver a communication of the 
French Government to the German Government.” 

The rapidity with which the crisis came to a head 
caught the French public by surprise. 

A drizzling rain rendered streets of the capital even 
more deserted than usual on Sunday. 

Lobbies of the Chamber of Deputies had been alive 
with rumors of a possible German reply to the French- 
British demand that Germany cease her invasion of Poland 
and withdraw her troops or consider herself at war with 
the Western Powers. 

Mr. Chamberlain’s radio announcement which heralded 
war was heard by only a few here. 

At the moment of the Prime Minister’s historic an¬ 
nouncement Premier Daladier was receiving Foreign Min¬ 
ister Georges Bonnet at the War Ministry,

Profiteering in Canada 
Will Be Closely Checked 


No Reason Is Seen for 
Big Increase in Price of 
Sugar 


OTTAWA, Sept. 3 — (CP) —The 
Government is prepared to take 
whatever steps may be necessary to 
implement the pledge given by the 
Prime Minister that in the event of 
war, profits could and would be 
rigidly controlled and profiteering 
suspended. Labor Minister Rogers 
announced at the close of the Cab¬ 
inet meeting Saturday. The situ¬ 
ation is being closely watched, he 
said. 

The statement dealt particularly 
with sugar prices and declared the 
Government saw no reason for an¬ 
ticipating a rise in sugar prices as 
was the case between 1914 and 1919. 
Before the outbreak of the Great 
War, Britain was largely dependent 
on imports from Germany and Aus¬ 
tria-Hungary and when these im¬ 
ports were cut off a genuine short¬ 
age developed and led to the in¬ 
crease in prices. 

“The situation today is,” the state¬ 
ment said, “that the present source 
of British supply in the West Indies 
and elsewhere are more than ade¬ 
quate to meet the demand. They 
are and will remain accessible both 
to Great Britain and Canada.” 

The Minister’s statement fol¬ 
lowed an Interview he gave earlier 
in the day stressing that steps would 
be taken under existing laws to deal 
with any cases of unjustified price 
increases. 

UNUSUAL DEMAND. 

Both statement and Interview were 
prompted by many communications 
received by Government Depart¬ 
ments and also press reports indi¬ 
cating there was an unusual demand 
for sugar by consumers in all parts 
of the country evidently fearing the 
high prices prevailing in the Great 
War would be repeated. 

REFINERIES CUT SUPPLIES. 

The Fruit and Vegetable Branch 
of Agriculture Department also pro¬ 
tested to sugar refineries that house¬ 
wives were unable to get sugar for 
preserving fruit and wholesalers said 
they were unable to get supplies 
from refineries. The reply was 
that the sugar supply was normal 
but to prevent hoarding the re¬ 
fineries were providing their cus¬ 
tomers with sufficient sugar to care 
for all present cictual needs but re¬ 
fusing to supply abnormal quanti¬ 
ties. 

As far as prices and supplies are 
concerned, the Minister said Can¬ 
adian consumers should be affected 
very little at this stage by the 
European war situation. Price in¬ 
creases or the buying of imusual, 
quantities of domestic supplies by, 
dealers, manufacturers or consum-1 
ers' were decidedly not necessary' 
under conditions prevailing here now' 
nor even under those which might 
be anticipated to exist in Canada 
for a prolonged period. 

“Because of the very favorable 
position of Canada for continuous 
and increased production it is un¬ 
necessary for the public to buy goods 
in excess of normal needs, as de¬ 
termined by past experience,” the 
Minister said. “In this way local 
or temporary price increase or de¬ 
lays and inconveniences can be 
avoided.” 

The Minister stated the realization 
by business men and consumers that 
relatively satisfactory conditions ex¬ 
isted with respect to supply of goods 
in Canada could be anticipated with 
confidence, and that efficiency in 
regular disturbution would be pro¬ 
moted by following such normal 
practices in selling as well as in 
buying throughout the wholesale and 
retaO trade of the Dominion. 

GERMANS GET 
SLOVAK TOWN 

BERLIN, Sept. 3 — (AP) —The 
German News Agency reported from 
Maehrisch-Ostrau today that Ger¬ 
man troops captured the Town of 
Oderberg, on the Southwest Polish- 
Czecho - Slovakian frontier, last 
night. 

The Poles exchanged only a few 
shots with the Germans, the Agency 
reported, and then carried away 
everything portable. The Agency 
said entering German troops were 
■showered with flowers by the popu¬ 
lace and that with the exception of 
broken windows the City was un¬ 
damaged. 

Oderberg is an important railway 
crossroads. The Poles seized it 
first when the Czecho-Slovak State 
went to pieces. Germany was 
chagrined at that time since she, 
boo, wanted it. The campaign for 
the conquest of Polish Silesia was 
considered greatly advanced by the 
fall of Oderberg. 


SPECULATION OVER 
BREMEN WHEREABOUTS

Drunk with power, 
he drives through Poland, slaughter¬ 
ing all who stand in his way, while 
his airplanes rain bombs upon de¬ 
fenseless cities, killing women and 
children and destroying the homes 
of those brave people. ■ 

“Great Britain could not stand 
idly by and allow this madman, whose 
one aim is to dominate the world by 
force, to run at large throughout 
Europe. 

“He must be stopped, and after 
doing all that any country could do 
to maintain the peace, Britain has 
taken the only course which is 
open to her. 

“United Canada will march in this 
just caiise with Britain. All 
resources in men, material and 
wealth of all kinds, wUl be at her 
disposal, and we will continue 

march with her until thejiSdSclU-_

“In the meantime we stand calm 
and courageous, conscious of 
duty and ready for all sacrifices. 


SOVIETS CALL 
ONCHANCELLOR 

Hitler Receives the New ‘ 
Red Ambassador and 
Military Attache 


BERLIN, Sept. 3.—(CP Havas)— 
Adolf Hitler today received the new 
Soviet Ambassador, Alexander Shke- 
artzeff, who arrived here yesterday 
by plane with a Russian Military 
Mission. 

The new envoy presented his cre^ 
dentials to the Fuehrer at the meet¬ 
ing, setting something of a prece¬ 
dent for speed in such normally 
routine diplomatic moves. 

The envoy was accompanied by 
the Soviet Military Attache. 


CIVILIAN DEATHS 
FROM GERMAN BOMBS 


PARIS, Sept. 3—(CP-Havas)—The 
Polish Embassy issued a communique 
declaring German air raiders killed 
1,500 persons in Polish towns Friday 
and Saturday despite the German 
agreement to confine bombings to 
military objectives. 

“A barbarous bombing took place 
at the City of Czestochowa, the Pol¬ 
ish Loudres, where homage is paid 
to the Miraculous Virgin,” the com¬ 
munique said, “and the city is in 
flames.” 


Daladier Given New 
Powers for War Use 

PARIS, Sept. 3.— (CP)—Premier Daladier Saturday was granted 
implied authority by the Chamber of Deputies to declare war on 
Germany. 

The power was vested in a War Budget Bill of 69,000,000,000 francs 
(approximately $1,656,000,000) which the Deputies, many wearing army 
uniforms, adopted unanimously by a show of hands. 

The Premier told the Chamber that France still was willing to par¬ 
ticipate in any 11th hour peace attempts, but he made it plain that 
France would fight for Poland unless German “aggresion” was stopped. 

Edouard Herriot, rPesident of the Chamber, declared after the ses¬ 
sion that there would be no need to summon Parliament again for a 
declaration of war, asserting the Budget Bill placed that authority in the 
Cabinet—which is tantamount to giving it to Daladier. 

Whether Daladier would make use of his power depended on the 
possibility, frankly viewed as scant, of Adolf Hitler availing himself of 
a last-minute loophole for peace. 

Premier Daladier and his Cabinet met at the War Ministry at 7.30 
last night (2.30 p.m. E.D.T.) to frame a demand that Adolf Hitler reply 
to the British-French “last warning” of yesterday. 

Diplomatic sources said the demand would be a new ultimatum to 
Hitler and would Insist upon an immediate reply. 

The Premier told the Finance Committee after the Chamber ses¬ 
sion that he planned to cal! the Chamber to approve an actual declara¬ 
tion of war if that became necessary, but he may simply ask for approval 
after, rather than before, the action is taken. 

It was assumed France also would consider herself in a state of war 
, with Germany unless Germany accepted immediately her demand for 
cessation of hostilities and retreat of the German armies from Poland. 


NEWS OF WAR 
ARRIVED AS 
CITY SLEPT 

Downtown Brantford De¬ 
serted When the Fateful 
Announcement Came 


Brantford wakened this morning 
to discover that war was no longer 
a threatening spectre, but grim 
reality. There were few in the City 
who were out of bed when the first 
word reached Brantford that 5 
(E.S.T.) was the deadline, that the 
deadline had passed, and that 
Great Britain was automatically at 
war with Germany. There were few 
who heard Prime Minister Neville 
Chamberlain at 5.15 a.m. broadcast 
to the world his fateful pronounce¬ 
ment that even up to the last “il 
would have been quite possible to 
have arranged a peaceful and honor¬ 
able settlement with Germany—but 
Herr Hitler would not have it.” 

Realization that this was to be 
the Day of War had come Saturday 
afternoon when bulletins announced 
that Mr. Chamberlain was to address 
Parliament today, and that he feared 
there would be “only one answer at 
that time.” 

Brantford had reconciled itself to 
the fact that hostilities were inevit¬ 
able, and when The Expositor bulle¬ 
tined the prediction that a declara¬ 
tion of war would be made today, 
one man in the crowd outside the 
office on Queen Street perhaps s 
med up the general feeling when he 

exclaimed: “What the-are they 

waiting for?” 

Dawn was breaking this morning 
when The Expositor’s Creed Tele¬ 
printer was “timed in” at 4.45 o’clock 
to await the expected news, 
first announcement was that Brit¬ 
ain’s ultimatum had expired, and at 
5.18 came the “flash” that Britain 
and Germany were at war. 

BULLETIN TOO EARLY. 

The announcement was placed 
on a bulletin Immediately, but there 
was not a single bystander or passer¬ 
by to read it—not even a milkman 
his nocturnal rounds. The first m 
to read the bulletin was an employee 
of The Expositor, arriving to work 
on this “War Extra.” 

The news spread slowly, for there 
were few on the downtown streets 
even long after daybreak. At 7 a.m. 
one lone -nan was reading the war 
bulletins, two others stood on the 
corner jf Queen and Dalhousie 
Streets, and two policemen were re¬ 
turning from their beats to the 
Police Station. 

Among the first to read the bul- 
letins-^soon aftevj. 5.30 were four 
young ' people who were ■ quite 
obviously not early risers, but were; 
on their way homte after “making 
night of it,” A young lady in -ti 
group gave a hint that she was a vis 
itor from the United States as si 
exclaimed: “Well, I’m glad we’re 
going to stay out!” 

A number of early risers tele¬ 
phoned to The Expositor office for 
“the latest”—these, calls coming in 
at intervals, commencing soon after' 
5.30. 

No one v/ho received the news evi¬ 
denced any surprise. It was evident 
that Brantford had already been re¬ 
conciled 10 the inevitable.

Several 
civilians were killed, the Bureau said. It added that planes pro¬ 
ceeding from Slovakia also bombed the City of Lwow three times.

The helmets, huge affairs which look like a 
sleeping bag topped by divers’ helmets, have been issued at the 
rate of several thousand a day for children under 3)4 years. About 
2,000 were issued, along with instructions for use. to children in the 
most vulnerable areas of the Metropolitan section. 

THRILLING DOGFIGHT OVER WARSAW. 

WARSAW, Sept. 3.—(CP-Havas)—The Polish capital witnessed a 
thrilling air dogfight early Saturday night when 20 German warplanes 
appeared and were engaged in combat by Polish pursuit planes. 

The German craft, all monoplanes, were not in squadron formation, 
but manoeuvred either singly or in threes. They kept an altitude of 
about 5,000 feet. The battle of machine guns could be heard through¬ 
out Warsaw as the air battle^ progressed. After half an hour the at¬ 
tacking fliers withdrew.

Canada Literally Awak¬ 
ened to Tocsin of War 
Today 


By The Canadian Press. 

“Consequently we are at war with 
Germany. . . . I am certain the 
right will prevail.” 

The momentous declaration was 
heard in Canada at 6.16 a.m., E.D.T., 
in Prime Minister Neville Chamber¬ 
lain’s broadcast to the Empire. 

Time and time’s changes made a 
sharp contrast in the reception of 
the news in comparison with that 
of the Empire entering the Great 
War, Tuesday, August 4, 1914. 

This morning Canada literally 
awakened to the fact of the Empire 
at war. The announcement was not 
expected until the Mother of Parlia¬ 
ments assembled at noon in London 
(7 a.m. E.D.T.). 

Britain’s entry into the Great War 
in 1914 was announced in the even¬ 
ing of a midsummer day in Canada 
with great crowds thronging streets 
of the cities awaiting the news. 
Demonstrations continued for hours. 
T'ne Kaiser was burned in effigy in 
100 cities and towns across Canada. 
Parliament was called that night to 
meet 16 days later to decide the 
part Canada should take in the war. 

Today—Sunday, September 3, 1939 
—the grim news was broken over the 
air and in newspaper extras. De¬ 
velopments continued through the 
day along the .same channels as The 
Canadian Press and its member 
newspapers followed the course of 
events.

While it is accepted by all political 
parties and authorities that when 
Britain is at war Canada is at war,

pected to come until Parliament 
meets. 

Mr. Mackenzie King made a de- ' 
claration in the House of Commons 
last March on the position Canada 
would be in should Great Britain i 
enter upon a war against aggression. | 
He repeated, on March 30 last, a ' 
statenient he made at Geneva in 
September 1936, which was in part 
as follows; 

“The Canadian Parliament re¬ 
serves to itself the right to declare. 
In the light of the circumstances ex¬ 
isting at the time, to what extent if 
at all Canada will participate in con¬ 
flicts in which other members of the 
Commonwealth may be engaged.” 

No doubt exists here, however, in 
view of Mr. Mackenzie King’s state¬ 
ment of policy Friday when he said 
Canada would wish to give “effective 
co-operation at the side of Britain,” 
that when Parliament meets Thurs¬ 
day he will ask approval for the 
fullest participation by Canada in 
the war declared today by Great 
Britain. 

Once again, as in August 1914, 
Canada’s Government members met 
to consider the actuality of war but 
this time there was the difference 
that there was little misunderstand¬ 
ing of the tremendous potentialities 
of a major conflict involving the Em¬ 
pire. 

’When, after a period of anxious 
waiting similar to that of the past 
ten days, Canada heard at 8:55 on 
the evening of August 4, 1914, that 
Britain had declared war, there were 
few if any in the Cabinet of Rt. Hon. 
Sir Robert Borden who realized what 
a long drawn out struggle it would 
prove to be. 

Cabinet had been in session all day 
when the news came “None of us, at 
that time, anticipated the terrible 
duration of the agony,” Sir Robert 
wrote in his memoirs. “But we did 
realize that the struggle would be 
intense. White (Finance Minister) 
graphically described it as ‘the sui¬ 
cide of civilization’.” 

Jt was different today. All mem¬ 
bers of the present Cabinet retain 
a vivid memory of the 1914-1918 
struggle and all that it meant to 
Canada. Several members of the 
Cabinet served overseas in the Can¬ 
adian Expeditionary forces, includ¬ 
ing Defense Minister Mackenzie. 

None of today’s Cabinet Members 
was in the 1914 Cabinet which 
Conserva';ive but several were in 
the House of Commons when the 
emergency session opened Aug. 18, 
1914. 

PARLIAMENT THURSDAY. 

Parliament has already been called 
for Thursday to hear the Govern¬ 
ment’s proposal that Canada place 
itself squarely beside Great Britain 
in the coming struggle and provide 
the most effective assistance pos¬ 
sible. 

Canada, in fact, according to most 
authorities is now at war. It re¬ 
mains for Parliament to decide to 
what extent the country will par¬ 
ticipate in the war and what forces 
if any shall be sent abroad. 

The two major parties, as repre¬ 
sented by their leaders. Mr. Mac¬ 
kenzie King of the Liberals and Dr. 


Manion of the Conservatives, are 
•agreed on that. A declaration to 
that effect was made by the Gov¬ 
ernment in the House of Commons 
last session and received Dr. Man- 
ion’s assent. 

LAURIER RECALLED. 

In a recent statement the Con¬ 
servative Leader quoted with ap¬ 
proval the words of Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, former Liberal Prime Min¬ 
ister that “when Britain is at war 
Canada is at war.” 

On Friday the Cabinet proclaimed 
a state of apprehended war and 
brought into operation the War 
Measures Act of 1914. For the past 
week or more Ministers and their of¬ 
ficials worked speedily preparing 
plans and orders as the crisis drew 
to its height. 

Some of these war measures, such 
as the mobilization of troops and 
Government control of ship move¬ 
ments, have already gone into ef¬ 
fect. Others are expected to come 
in today or tomorrow. 

Still others will be proposed to 
Parliament. The War Measures Act 
is a legacy of the Great War of 1914 
to 1918. It was passed when Prime 
Minister Sir Robert Borden called 
a special session of Parliament in 
August, 1914, to obtain authority lor 
Canada’s efforts in that struggle. 

Under it the Government has 
ample power to take whatever ac¬ 
tion may be necessary for the de¬ 
fense of Canada and the protection 
of the economic interests of Can¬ 
adians pending the passage of such 
further legislation as may be ni 
.sary by Parliament. 

The Prime Minister has not yet re¬ 
vealed the measures he will submit 
to Parliament and will not likely do 
so until the session opens. Whether 
a separate declaration of war shall 
be made ’oy i Canada has not been 
disclosed. 

Records of the special session of 
1914- do not disclose any special 
declaration of war on Canada’s part, 
but Parliament of course voted to 
support the United Kingdom to the 
limit.

You can imagine what a bitter 
blow it is to me that all my long 
struggle to win peace has failed. 

Yet I cannot believe that there 
is anything more or anything dif¬ 
ferent that I could have done that 
would have been more successful. 

Up to the very last it would have 
been possible to arrange a peaceful 
and honorable settlement between 
Germany and Poland but Hitler 
would not have it. 

He had evidently made up his 
mind to attack Poland whatever 
happened and although he now 
says that he put forward reason¬ 
able proposals which were rejected 
by the Poles that is not a true 
statement. 

“At such a moment as this, the 
assurances of support which we 
jhave received from th? Empire 
are a source of profound encour¬ 
agement to us.” 

He said Great Britain has done 
her best to make a “peaceful and 
honorable settlement,” but that 
Hitler “would not have it. 

“Consequently we are at war 
with Germany,” said Mr. Cham¬ 
berlain. 

Premier Daladler of France was 
given power to declare war against 
Germany under a unanimously 
adopted Bill appropriating yester¬ 
day 69,000,000,000 francs (SI,656,- 
000,000) as added war credits. 

This was in addition to huge 
sums already being spent — sums 
which among all countries amount 
now to about $1,500,000,000 a 
month. 

War in Europe fell after four 
months of intensive negotiations; 
of alternating hopes and fears. The 
last phase began on the last day 
of March when Mr. Chamberlain 
pledged to Poland that Britain and 
France would help her if her na¬ 
tional independence was so threat¬ 
ened that she herself resolved to 
fight. 

There followed then a series of 
diplomatic moves and counter 
moves—all centring around the 
territorial demands of Adolf Hitler. 

Finally, while bombs from Ger¬ 
man planes were falling on War¬ 
saw and other vital Polish cities, 
Mr. Chamberlain told a cheering 
Parliament that Britain and 
France had sent an ultimatum to 
Germany saying in effect: Pull 
back your soldiers from Poland. 

This was on last Friday and over 
the holiday weekend there began 
a period of waiting, broken by but 
one major development—Musso¬ 
lini’s five-power proposal.

Up to the present no reply has been 
received.

While appreciating the efforts of

WARSAW, Sept. 3.—(CP)—A Po¬ 
lish General Staff communique to¬ 
day said that in the first two days of 
the N-azi invasion the German 
forces lost 37 warplanes and Poland 
lost 12. 

Air raids occurred throughout 
Poland, it said, without regard of 
whether communities “represented 
military objectives or not.” 

(Shortly before the Reich’s armed 
forces moved into Poland Friday, 
Fuehrer Hitler said the air force 
had been Instructed to aim their 
bombs at military objectives only. 

(The Polish Embassy at Paris an¬ 
nounced German air-raiders had 
killed 1,500 persons in Polish towns 
Friday and Saturday.) 

The General Staff communique 
reported 30 persons, including five 
children, were killed and 58 injured 
in a bombardment of Lublin, about 
125 miles southeast of Warsaw. 

(A lavas News Agency dispatch 
from Warsaw today said about 100 
bombs fell on the suburbs of the 
capital but made no mention of poss¬ 
ible casualties.) 

Other towns reported by the com¬ 
munique to have been bombed in 
the second day of hostilities Saturday 
were Krakow, Bydgoszyz, Radom, 
Torun, Rzeszow, Pozanah, Brzesc- 
Litewski, Brest-Litovsk and the War¬ 
saw airport. 

AMBASSADOR RETURNS. 

It was announced that Joseph 
Lipski, Polish Ambassador to Berlin, 
was returning to Poland by way of 
Denmark. 

The remaining members of the 
German Embassy left here via Riga, 
Latvia. (German Ambassador Hans- 
Adolf von Moltke has been in Berlin 
for some time.) 

German consuls in Poland, it was 
said, will be permitted to leave the 
country provided Polish consuls in 
Germany are given freedom to leave. 

EFFECT OF BOMBS. 

A Polish telegraphic agency com¬ 
munique said: 

“The press emphasizes that the 
Germans failed in their attempt to 
break the moral of the Polish popu¬ 
lation and terrify it by numerous air 
attacks made in a single day. 

“The effect of German aggression 
was to strengthen discipline and vig¬ 
ilance. Calmness was not disturbed. 
The population of Warsaw and other 
cities underwent this test abmirably.”

The Government have made 
plans under which it will be pos¬ 
sible to carry on the work of the 
nation in the days of stress and 
strain which may be ahead of us. 

These plans need your help. 
You may be taking your part in 
the fighting services or as a vol¬ 
unteer in one of the branches of 
civil defense. If so you will report 
for duty in accordance with the 
instructions you receive. 

You may be engaged in work 
essential to the prosecution of the 
war, for maintenance of the life 
of people in factories, in transport 
and public utility concerns and in 
the supply of the other necessaries 
of life. 

If so it is of vital important 
that you should carry on with 
your job. 

Now may God bless you all and 
may He defend the right. For it 
is evil things that we shall be 
fighting, against brute force, bad 
faith, injustice, oppression and 
persecution. And against them I 
am certain that right will prevail.

SECOND ADDRESS. 
LONDON, Sept. 3 — (AP) — Fol¬ 
lowing is the text of Prime Minis¬ 
ter Chamberlain’s second speech in 
the House of Commons last night 
made in answer to criticism from 
Labor members: — 

The Government is in a some¬ 
what difficult position. 'With allies 
who have to communicate with 
another by telephone it is difficult 
to synchronize thoughts and actions 
as quickly as if they were in the 
same room. 

I should be horrified if the House 
thought for one moment that 
statement 'oetrayed the slightest 
weakening of attitude which the 
Fi-ench Government and we have al¬ 
ready ta’xen. I myself share the 
distrust shown by the House 
manoeuvres of this kind. 

I would h?.ve been very glad if it 
had been possible for me to say to 
i the House now that the French and 
: our.=elves were agreed to make the 
! shortest possible limit to the time 
; when action should be taken by 
i both, 

j It is very possible that we may . 
1 receive a reply to our communica- i 
] tions with the French in the course 
i of the next few hours. I feel cer- 
: tain I can make a definite state- 
' ment tomorrow when the House 
i meets. 

I am the last man to neglect any 
op^rtunity of considering every 
serious chance of avoiding the great 
catastrophe of war, even at the 
last moment. 

But I confess in pre.sent case, I 
should have to be convinced of the 
good faith of the other side in any 
action which they took before I 
could regard this proposition, which 
has been made to us, one from 
which we could expect a reasonable 
chance of a successful issue. 

I anticipate there is only one an¬ 
swer that I can give to the House 


the earliest possible moment so we 
may know where we are. 

I trust that the House, realizing 
the position which I have tried to 
put, will believe me—I speak in 
complete good faith and will not 
prolong the discussion which per¬ 
haps might make our position more 
embarrassing than it is. 

SATURDAY’S SESSION. 
LONDON, Sept. 3 — (CP) —Great 
Britain last night delayed any de¬ 
claration of war against Germany 
at least until noon today but Prime 
Minister Chamberlain declared in 
the House of Commons that “I an¬ 
ticipate there is only one answer I 
shall have to give to the House” at 
that time. 

FIVE POWER PARLEY. 

His statement followed the re¬ 
velation in the House of Lords by 
Foreign Secretary Viscount Hali¬ 
fax that Italy had proposed a five- 
power conference to attempt to re¬ 
store peace between Germany and 
Poland. 

A declaration of war had been 
expected throughout the day. 

Mr. Chamberlain told the Com¬ 
mons he would be “horrified if the 
House for one moment thought my 
statement (concerning the Italian 
proposal) betrayed the slightest 
weakening either of the British oi 
the French Government in the at¬ 
titude we have already taken.” 

LABOR ON DELAY. 

After Mr. Chamberlain spoke, 
Arthur Greenwood, acting Labor 
Leader, declared “there is a grow¬ 
ing feeling in all quarters of the 
House that this incessant strain 
must end sooner or later and the 
sooner the better.” 

'If we march I hope we shall 
march in complete unity and march 
with France,” he said. 

The statements by Mr. Cham¬ 
berlain and Lord Halifax declared 
the “British Government is bound 
to take action unless German 
forces are withdrawn from Polish 
territory.” 

Accused by the Opposition of 
‘vacillating,” Mr. Chamberlain said 
“it is difficult to synchronize action 
with our allies by telephone.” He 
assured the Commons he would 
make a statement of 'definite char¬ 
acter’ when the House meets today. 


BOUND TO ACT. 

‘The British Government will be 
bound to lake action unless Ger- 
forces are withdrawn from 
Polish territory,” Lord Halifax de¬ 
clared. “The British Government 
in communication with the 
French Government as to the limit 
of time within which it would be 
necessary for the British and French 
Governments to know whether the 
German Government were prepared 
to effect such withdrawal. 

'There is one other matter to 
which allusion should be made in 
order to make the present situation 
perfectly clear. Yesterday Herr 
Forster, who on August 23 had in 
contravention of the Danzig con¬ 
stitution become Head of the State, 
decreed incorporation of Danzig in 
the Reich and dissolution of the 
constitution.

INTERNATKDNAL 

SITUATION 


Amid Labor cheers, Mr. Green¬

HALIFAX TO LORDS. 
LONDON, Sept. 3 — (CP) —For¬ 
eign Secretary Viscount Halifax told 
the House of Lords last night that 
no reply had been received from 
Adolf Hitler to Britain’s “last warn¬ 
ing” to stop hostilities in Poland and 
withdraw his troops. 

He indicated the delay in British 
action—in view of Hitler’s silence 
—may have been due to an Italian 
proposal for a five-power confer¬ 
ence. 

Lord Halifax said, however, that 
Britain “would not find it possible 
to take part in a conference while 
Poland was being sujected to in¬ 
vasion and her towns were under 
bombardment and Danzig had been 
made the subject of an unilateral 
settlement by force.” 

e German Government 
should agree to withdraw their 
forces, then the British Government 
would be willing to regard the posi¬ 
tion as being the same as it was be¬ 
fore the German forces crossed the 
Polish frontier,” Lord Halifax said. 

“The way would then be open to 
a discussion between the German 
and Polish Governments in mat¬ 
ters at issue between them on the 
understanding that any settlement 
arrived at was one that safeguarded 
the vital interests of Poland and was 
secured by an international guar¬ 
antee.” 

The five-power conference pro¬ 
posed by Italy, Lord Halifax said, 
would involve cessation of hos¬ 
tilities. 

“If the German and Polish Gov¬ 
ernments wish that other powers 
should t)e associated with them in 
the discussion the British Govern¬ 
ment w'ould be willing to agree,” he 
added. 

ESTABLISHED BY TREATY. 

“The international status of Dan¬ 
zig a.s a free city was established 
by a treaty to which His Majesty’

the Treaty are defined and con¬ 
firmed by agreements concluded be¬ 
tween Danzig and Poland.

Poland, already in a state of war, 
was being struck' at on 'three fronts. 

German planes, Poles said, had 
made nearly 100 bombing raids, in¬ 
cluding several over the capital, 
Warsaw. 

At Ottawa Prime Minister Mac¬ 
kenzie King calied the Dominion 
Cabinet to meet at 9 a.m. E.D.T. 

Great Britain took up the fight 
after the breakdown of the last slim 
hope for peace—a proposal by Pre- 
' Mussolini of Italy, Germany’s 
partner, that a five-power con¬ 
ference be summoned to consider the 
German-Polish Issues. 

London was willing to sit in, the 
Goverment decided, but not unless 
Hitler withdrew his army from Pol¬ 
and. Prance took the same position. 
Thus came the last ultimatum: an 
answer to Britain by noon, London 
time, today, or fight. 

There was no answer and so 
Chamberlain told the people of the 
Empire as the deadline passed:

THE OTTAWA VIEW.

The Lord’s Day Act governs the 
conduct of trade and industry with 
regard to Sunday work and It is 
specific on the point that printers 
may work only after 6 o’clock in 
the Sunday evening, and the only 
for the Monday morning paper. 

Newspapers may not be sold in 
Canada on Sunday. This provision is 
honored more in the breach than in 
the observance, since hotels and rail¬ 
way new.s-stands normally do a 
good business with United States 
Sunday editions. 

It may be that the newspapers 
have an “escape” in the section 
which exempts “necessary” work 
from the penalties of the Act. To 
inform the public of Canada ac¬ 
curately on the grave decision as to 
whether this country is at war or 
not may v/ell, in the opinion of well- 
informed persons here, come within 
the classification of “necessary.” 

During ihe Great War editions 
were published many times on Sun¬ 
days, but i.ney were distributed with¬ 
out cost to the public. ■
